You may see an Indtan crouch down 
behind the taller heap, sight over the 
low one and mark the farthest object 
in a straight line, which is likely to 


| be a clump of bushes on the horizon, 


Then he rides toward sthese bushes 
and finds—not water,a8 he expected, 
but two other heaps of, rocks, 
Sighting as before, and taking a 
rock-faced cliff, perhaps toward the 
southwest, as a goul, he rides a couple 
of miles farther, and there, trickling 
out from beneath the lifts rocky 
brow, ls a spring of fresh, clear water. 
It is said that whenever a band of 
Indians come upon a new spring. they 
built the rock heaps along the trail. 
At any rate, It appears that these 
rude signposts Jend either to water 
or to places that show traces of 4 for- 
mer wwatercourse.—Christian Sclenca 
Monitor. ,
